In sending this Catalogue to ray Clients I wish to draw attention to the fact that it 
contains an unusually varied assemblage, not only of extraordinary rarities which 
would give distinction to the best public and private libraries, but also of 
commonly found items suitable for every taste. It includes not only one of the 
sets of the first four folio editions of Shakespeare known, examples of the presses 
Caxton, Wynkyn de Worde, Pynson, and other early’ printers, and many books kno 
or believed to be unique; but also—and these comprise the majority — of works essential 
as original texts in every important library for the use of students, and attractive on 
those and other grounds to the smaller private collector. Iu acquiring these books, the 
result of discriminating purchases at auction and privately during the last few years, 
I have been careful to add to my’ stock only copies which I can recommend with 
confidence. Every book has been carefully collated, and it is believed that all defects, 
even the most insignificant, have been described. Special attention has also been paid 
to outward appearance, and wherever necessary the bindings have been skilfully 
repaired, or the book has been suitably rebound.

There is another similar copy in the Bodleian library (the Malone copy), and in 
America thero is a copy of the title, taken from Halliwell’s copy of the first folio and 
now separate from the book. These three are the only copies of this issue of the 
portrait known to e\g|epce.

The first proclamation is one issued two days alter the surrender of the Colony 
to the British Force, which took place on September 16th., 1796. The first lew were 
signed by all three commanders at the Cape, viz.: General Alored Clarke, Bear- 
Admiral Keith Elphinstone, and Major-General Craig, (the latter was not knighted 
until 1797). 

These proclamations are of great interest since they show the means adopted 
after the capture of Cape Town, and the overthrowal of the Dutch Government, to 
bring the remainder of the country under British rule. 

Craig, who had served with distinction in North America and the Netherlands, 
had, in conjunction with Major-General Alured Clarke, effected the capture of the 
oolony of the Cape of Good Hope from the Dutch in 1796. He remained there as 
governor until 1797 when Lord Macartney relieved him. For his services he was 
invested with the Order of the Bath.

Lord Macartney, the son of a country gentleman of Lissanoure in the 
north of Ireland, without any family connections to help him in his 
career in the diplomatic world, rose to the highest offices by the brilliancy 
of his talents. 

In 1796 he was appointed Governor and Captain-General of the Cape 
while recruiting his health in Italy. Mr. Dundas, the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, realized the necessity for a strong man at the helm of 
the newly acquired colony. Owing to the state of his health, Macartney 
did not desire the office in question, and it was only at the earnest desire 
of King George III that he accepted it, on the condition that, should he 
be too ill to remain at the Cape, he could hand over his office to the next 
in command and return home, without waiting for the appointment of a 
successor. Except for the salaries of officials, over which he had no control, 
his administration at the Cape was economical and just, and this, com¬ 
bined with the sense of security which his presence gave, rapidly brought 
comparative prosperity to the new colony. He was a great believer in 
the possibility of the eventual amalgamation of the English and Dutch. 

He was of the opinion that the Colony should be administered by the East 
India Company and not by the Government. He thought that South 
Africa would be one of the best places in which to grow cotton, and in one 
of his letters he speaks of some which had been shown to an expert from 
India, who stated that it was the best he had ever seen.

It is extremely difficult to obtain perfect copies of this work. It 
was of such great use to navigators at the time of its publication that 
it was used on many vessels as a log-book, with the consequence that 
maps became missing, and the work soiled and torn.

Nicholas Lichfield, who dedicates the book to Sir Francis Drake, professes to 
have translated it from the Portuguese, which he certainly did not. As the text of 
the first volume existed already iu a Spanish and a French version, he may have 
used either. The author’s prologue as given in the Spanish is an abridgment of the 
Portuguese prologue, and it agrees closely with Lichfield’s English.

On account of the rather complicated method of arriving at any 
result in this book, it never attained any great popularity, being re¬ 
presented by this edition alone; and never being translated, is in 
consequence of considerable rarity. The book was described by a 
writer in Notes and Queries, 24 Feb. 1917, from which the following 
explanation is quoted: * the questioner had to throw a pair of dice, or 
look at the clock, or remember his natal hour, or use a pack of tarok

The painting is executed in tempera 
upon canvas, and is a portrait of Saint Lorenzo Justiniano . . . surrounded by 
several other figures. These accessory groups, as well as the halo .. . were omitted 
by the wood-engraver; but he has completely retained the characteristics of the 
principal figure, even to the very physical type of the head.

S receding the Letania de quinientos Proverbios near the end of the volume, was Luis 
e Escobar, a bed-ridden Franciscan friar of literary tastes. To him the Almirante 
de Castilla and his friends had forwarded four hundred questions, humorous, 
whimsical, serious, religious, or frivolous, upon any or every subject that happened 
to arise, including a number of popular old riddles. Escobar rewrote the questions 
in verse, and then replied to them in verse, in 1545, thus constructing a book which 
at once commanded general favour. In 1552 he took up the matter again, and 
produced a continuation. The result of the aorostio mentioned above is “Fray 
Luys Descobar hyzo esta Letenya.”

Chevalier du Soleil. Don Quixote could not decide which was the 
better knight, Palmerin of England or Amadis of Gaul, but Master 
Nicholas, Barber-Surgeon of the same town, affirmed that none ever 
came up to the Knight of the Sun. The Stanley oopy, as far back as 
1813, fetched £31. 10«.

Copies of this edition are rare 
in any state, but as a rule they are imperfect. Only one perfect copy was known to 
Salva, for when he had it the British Museum copy was deficient of four leaves. I 
have had three other copies, one of them perfect, another wanting a single leaf, and 
mother wanting ten leaves.
